Investigation at West, Texas concerning ananymous letter and 
identity of parties named was negative. On Hey PCI GEORGE FADAL, Waco , 
suggested that J.H. HENRY, x@@k retired Wace School teacher might be identical. 
Inquiry at Waco, Texas identified the twe parties named as: 


J.S. HENRY, 1004 North 5th St. Waco,Texas (colored) 
JH. CARRITHERS (sp) San Antonio, Texas (colored) 


HENRY was interviewed on 6/3/65,(an insert dictated on memo 
memo belt) and advised that he knew nothing about the assassination, 
that he had known a RUBY McKENZIE as a member of the West Texas Conference 
of the “thedist Church some ten vears ago, that he had also known CARRITHERS 
as a Methodist minister at SanAntonio, Texas (address and exact spelling 
no known) but had had no contact with either for a number of years as his, 
HENRY'S, health had prevented him from continuking his participation in 
church activities. He did not recall where McKENZIE lived but recalled 
her as a single woman. He had nok knowledge of any connection between 
McKENZIE and GARRITHERS except their membership and activities in the 
West Texas Conference of the Methodist Church. -He had no knowledge of 
any mudspx murder in which either party would be involved or have information 
on any white slave activity. 


- HENRY is 71 years of age, retired as a teacher in the public schools, 
(colored) of Waco, Texas in 1964 and appeared to bek a person of good 
character and standing. He did indicates CARRITHERS had been pastor of 
ths St. Pauls Methodist Church in San Antonie at one time. He further said if 
LEAD: McKENZZE could not be Located otherwise, Re¥.ZAN W. HOLMES, pastor 
SAN ANTONIO: | of unknown Methodist church in Dallas formerly knew her.
